WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—'T do not 


believe there is any probabliity 
or 


necessity of contemplating war with 
Japan. I am convinced that the Japa- 
nese people as a whole desire to main- 
tain friendly relations with the United 
States. At the same time they pos- 
sess an intense racial pride and loy- 
alty to their country, and 
believe 


they are entitled to equality of treat- 
ment." 


Representative John H. Small 
of 


North Carolina, chairman of the con- 
gressional party which devoted three 
months to touring and studying the 
Far East, so declared here 
today. 


Members of the party spent several 
weeks in Japan and China. 
They 


discussed Japanes1 American relations 
with high officials of the flowery 
.kingdom. 


"Japanese immigration is a live Is- 


sue on the Pacific coast, and particu- 
larly in 
Californa," 
Representative 


Small said, "In my opinion, the Jap- 
anese realize this is a domestic ques- 
tion, and that the United States will 
be entirely within. its rights in ex- 
icluding immigration. 
They do not 


understand the reason for discrim- 
ination against the orientals, but I 
feel sure an amicable conclusion can 
be reached between the two govern- 
ments on this issue.

United States another issue rises. The 
State of California proposes to pre- 
vent Japanese "from acquiring title to 
any land, and even proposes attempt- 
ing to restrict the right of Japanese 
children born in the United States to 
eserare .iti'Je-,. to. real prop.crty.

proposed kction is resented by. the 
Japanese as being unreasonable and 
unjust. 
• ."As is well known, American-born 
children of the Japanese are Ameri- 
can citizens. 
The number of Japa- 


nese In California constitutes 
less 


than 3 per cent, of the population of 
the state, and it is difficult to under- 
stand how this small percentage could 
in any wise jeopardize 'the civilization 
of California or militate against the 
future welfare of her people. 


"In my judgment, the people of the 


United States as a whole will, not ap- 
prove 
the 
proposed discrimination 


against the Japanese now in 
this 


country. 
I believe that reasonable 


and fair treatment will, effect an ami- 
cable understanding and prevent even 
the jingoes from alienating the friend- 
ship of Japan."

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct 16.—"In 


tits speech in Des Molnes, Iowa, Octo- 
ber 7th," said W. G. McAdoo In ad-~ 
dresstng a monster meeting in this 
city, "Senator Harding described the 
Esch-Cummins Railroad Bill as "tha 
moat progressive measure and 
the 


most constructive act of Federal legis- 
lation enacted in a decade." 


Let • us see if this description Is 


Justified by the results produced by 
that measure: 


(1)—The Esch-Cummlns Bill oreter- 


ed the railroads returned 
to their 


owners March 1, 1920, guaranteed the 
companies against operating 
losses 


for six months, while allowing them 
entire control of expenditures, and . 
gave them in addition a "rental" for 
six months of $452,517,668, although 
the government was no longer renting 
or running the railroads. 


For the six. months ended .August 


81, 1920 (August estimated) "the pri- 
vate operators made a loss of $182,- 
134,790. 
The tax payers of the 


United States are, therefore, required 
by the Esch-Cummlns Bill to, pay this 
loss, plus the "rental" of $452,517,568, 
or a total for the six'months of $634,- 
652,358. This gift from the Federal 
Treasury is the first "blessing" the, 
"progressive Esch-Cummlns Bill" has 
conferred upon the public. 


(2)—The Esch-Cummina BUI has 


Just increased freight rates from- 25 
per cent to 40 per cent, passenger 
rates 20 per cent and Pullman rates 
50 per cent—thereby putting a n«w 
burden on the American people of-ap- 
proximately $1,700,000,000 per annum. 
This Is ^consumption tax of-the most 
vicious sort because th« ultimate con- 
sumer will pay it several times over- 
In the cost of the finished product, 
since the Increased freight charge will. 
be added to every successive move- 
ment by rail of the raw materials and 
other things which enter Into tne fin- 
ished product. Farmers know what 
this colossal Increase In freight rates 
means to them. 
It means less for' 


their grain and farm products as rail- 
road freights usually come out of the 
market price. The farmer also knows 
that It means Increased freight on his 
farm Implements and everything else 
that he consumes. Like all consum- 
ers he "gets It coming and going" but. 
In tho opinion of Senator Harding, this 
is a small price to pay for the bene- 
fits of such a "progressive and con- 
structive" measure as the Esch-Cum- 
mlns Bill. 


(3)—The Esch-Cummlna 
Bill has 


produced serious car shortage In the 
country. Under private management, 
the railroads are crippled again Just 
as they were In 1917 when car short- 
age, congestion and priority orde* 
forced the government to take ov-s 
the railroads to save the war. 


Since the railroads went back t- 


private control under the Bsch-Cum- 
mltis Bill on March 1, 1920, the car 
shortage 
has 
constantly Increased 


with serious Injury to shippers and 
to' the general business of the coun- 
try. On September 1st, there was a 
shortago of 142,349 cars. 
Contrast 


this with the year 
of 1918 when 


the Government was operating 
the 


railroads. There was no car shortage 
during the crop moving season but 
actual car surplus from May until De- 
cember of that year In spite of the 
great demands of the war. There was 
a car surplus in 1919, except during 
the months of September, October and 
November, when the coal strike was 
on. 


Inability to move crops, coal and 


tho general commerce of the country 
*for want of cars is more serious for 
tho farmer and for business than high- 
er freight rates, bad as they are. Tbe 
i-'sch-Cummins Bill has Inevitably pro- 
duced this condition Instead of rem- 
edying it. It cannot remedy it, because 
it Is impossible to secure the samo 
efficiency from a number of independ- 
ently operated competitive railroads

N another column of this issue appears the text of a portion of 
an address made by former Secretary of the Troqtsury William 


G. McAdoo. Only that portion of the speech which deals with 
the return of the railways to private ownership and management 
could be published in the space at hand.

Only three other points were discussed by Mr. McAdoo in 


his Indianapolis address and each of them was expounded with 
the same thoroness with which he treated the railway problem. 
We "make reference to this speecfc here not for the purpose of 
either commending or criticizing thesubject matter,but solely to 
point out the difference between the public utterances of a man 
who knows enough and is big enough nientajly to be permitted 
by the authorities to get up before an American audience and 
consume an hour's time without being abated as a public 
, nuisance. 
' 


The assertion was made in this column directly after the 


two speeches of acceptance "were made by the. Republican and 
Democratic candidates that these two addresses marked the ebb 
tide of American, political oratory. The scores of speeches made 
(by both candidates since has amply borne out that assertion. 


Never before in one political campaign have the American 


people been compelled to listen to such meaningless drivel and 
inane platitudes as have been reeled off from the Harding front 
pore'h, or the wild vagaries issued from the Cox Special as it has 
hurried from coast to coast in a futile effort to win the presi- 
dency. 


We niake this statement not in haste, but with the utmost 
deliberation; not in a spirit of pessimism or anger, but with eor- 
roW and humiliation that in a time like this When not only the 
memory of the dead but even the hands of little children reach 
forth in mute supplication for an indication, however faint, of 
'the sparfc of real leadership and the semblance of ability to cope 
with problems that challenge the really great of earth. 


Mr. McAdoo states a premise and defends it. He has the ad- 
vantage, it is true, of not being a candidate and therefore quak- 
ingtin his shoes thruout a public address for fear of offending 
this or that element and thereby losing a few votes. 
He has 


definite, clear-cut views on the very questions that are uppermost 
in the public mind and confines himself to a plain, straight-for- 
ward presentation of his ideas on those issues about which the 
pepote are hungering and thirsting mentafly for nourishment 
and drink. 


Time was when not even a presidential candidate was 


afraid to speak fully and freely the reasoned processes of his 
mind and the sentijnents which moved his heart. 
Time was 


when presidential candidates courted instead of shunned the 
issues which were seared in the minds .and consciences of the 
masses. In this campaign we are solemnly informed by Mr.> 
Harding on one' day that he-believes "in the stahvart American- 
ism of old;" on the next that he "wants a return to constitutional i 
government;" on the third thb.t "the old-fashioned patriotism is 


*• good enough for me;" and on the succeeding three days he takes 


a^half dozen completely different views on the League of 
Nations in his pitiable attempt to be all things to all men. 


Mr. Cox parades «p and^own the land "revealing" the. 
inside secrets of the Republican committee's desperate plans for 
raising money which everybody knew days before his "sensa- 
tional revelations" were made; insuring the residents of the dry 
middle west that he has always been dry; and that he will go 
into the presidency positively unpledged when the nation knew 
the day he was nominated that the most vicious influences in 
the land yfrre back of his nomination and could have withheld 
at from him had they not possessed ample assurances before- 
, hand that they owned him body and soul. 


And if any reader of this doubts that American presi- 


dential campaign oratory has reached its lowest ebb let him 
read the public efforts of men who have run for the presidency 
within the memory of men still living; the smashing attacks of 
old Sam Tild^n, of Garfield, of Elaine, of Cleveland, of Ben Har- 
rison and of JBryan and Roosevelt and Wilson. 


These men assumed the "Americanism" and the "patriot- 
ism'tof their hearers. They took for granted the fundamentals 
of civic honesty and public intelligence on the part of the elec-<W 
torate. They spent no time dealing in sickening platitudes andfi 
frantic appeals for scare headlines in the newspapers. 


In short, "former candidates for the high office of president 


in meptal stature and moral courage were the equal of the office 
to which they aspired. They %yere big men. They were capable 
of thinking and wore not afraid to submit their honest views to 
the judgment of the ballot box. 


And here might a.s well come the humiliating admission 
that the two candidates in the fateful year 1920 are in all prob 
ability^doing the best they can; that their public utterances are 
really as much of an index to iheir mental processes and their 
mental calibre a.s they tore capable of littering; that they have 
reduced the presidential forum to its present low level because 
it is not in them to lift it any higher.

It is thru a unified system nlono 


that we shall finally secure adequate 
railroad facilities and efficient, ser- 
vice at minimum cost. There if, and 
always will be, inherent waste and 
inefficiency In railroad operation so 
long as many independent companies 
are engaged in selfish competition 
with each other, each striving natur- 
ally to get business jt any cost for 
the benefit, not of the public, but of 
its own stockholders. This competi- 
tion never results in a reduction of 
rates, but in a constant effort to se- 
cure from tho public authorities in- 
creased rates in order to absorb the 
waste and inefficiency of competitive 
operation and to pay dividends 
on 


stocks which in many Instances are 
watered, and upon investments im- 
providently made. The public wants 
the railroads to be prosperous and is 
willing to pay full value for adequate 
and satisfactory service, but tho rail- 
roads cannot be permanently prosper- 
ous nor the public interest fully pro- 
tected unless the foundations of the 
settlement are right. The Bsch-Cum- 
mlns Bill rests on false foundations 
and is vicious in the principle it seeks 
to "establish of the Federal Govern- 
ment guaranteeing a minimum return 
on private railroad property when the 
Government has no control of the man- 
agement and operation thereof. Some 
day the Railroad problem will be set- 
tled, but it will require a solemn ref- 
erendum before the American people 
will be satisfied.

that E. II. Moore, Gov. Cox's pre-con- 
ventlon campaign manager Is at odds 
with tho Democratic nominee were 
dispelled today as Mr. Moore arrived 
here from Lexington, Ky. 


Moore announced he would leave 


Youngstown this afternoon to continue 
his work in behalf of Governor Cox's 
campaign.
